Oscar T. Babcock was a friend to every- 
body, and was universally and affectionately 
known at “O. T.” 

His legal training and close association 
with his father, a thinker and broad-minded 
lawyer, brought out his natural talent for logic. 
O. T. was preeminently a clear thinker and 
correct reasoner. 

Each man has his own attitude towards 
life, and O. T. inclined in politics and religion 
to the liberal point of view. He was one of the 
most fair and open-minded men I ever knew, 
always reading and considering both sides of 
every public question. I never discussed these 
matters with him with out benefit to my own 
thinking. 

QO. T.’s interest in national and local affairs 
is well known. In his own community he was 
an ideal citizen, serving faithfully and intelli- 
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gently in school and local offices. He met the 
ultimate test of good citizenship: he believed 
in paying taxes and never complained of the 
taxes he was called upon to pay.

In his educational and administrative work 
at the college for the last twenty-seven years O. 
T. displayed not only intellectual attainments, 
but qualities of a fine human texture. As regis- 
trar he came in contact w-th more students 
than any other teacher, and he was courteous 
and agreeable to every one. He understood 
the student point of view and listened with 
patience to all complaints. Yet he was firm in 
giving good counsel and in explaining the 
necessity for upholding the rules of the cur- 
riculum. 


All that he accomplished, and it was a con- 
siderable contribution, was done against the 
background of ill health and inadequate physi- 
‘al strength. Herein lies one of his great quali- 
ties. It took courage to come back after each 
attack and plunge again into his work with 
never a complaint. 


Strict himself in the path of rectitude and 
honor, he was tolerant of the weakness of 
human nature, and was constantly seeking ex- 
cuses for his fellowmen. 

In his frail body dwelt a high and noble 
spirit, intelligent, independent, liberal. He ex- 
emplified in his life the celebrated words of 
Terence: 

“Tam aman whatever concerns my fellow 
man is my concern.”

DR. CARROLL L. HILL—PRESIDENT 


Dr. Carroll L. Hill, Milton College’s sixth 
president, was called to the presidency in April 
of 1944 after serving since 1934 on the board 
of trustees. He was president of the board the 
last few years before he was elected president. 


A 1925 graduate of Milton College, Dr. Hill 
also studied at the Alfred University School of 
Theology and Yale University School of Theo- 
logy where he received his Bachelor of Divinity 
degree. In 1948 he received a Doctor of Divi- 
nity degree from Alfred University. 


After his graduation from Yale, he served 
Seventh Day Baptist churches in Waterford, 
Conn., Ashaway, R. I., and Milton, Wisconsin. 
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Dr. Hill was secretary from 1944-46 of the 
Association of Presidents and Deans of Liberal 
Arts Colleges in Wisconsin and served as its 
president between 1946 and 1949. He served 
on the sub-committee of education for the Wis- 
consin Centennial Committee in 1948. 


During his presidency, Milton College en- 
joyed one of the largest enrollments in recent 
years, when more than 300 students registered 
following World War II. The Student Health 
program was introduced, as was the T. I. A. A. 
retirement annuity for members of the faculty. 
The Sustaining Friends project and the Free- 
dom Councils were started during Dr. Hill’s 
time in office. His resignation was accepted 
January 21, 1953. 


After accepting the resignation of Presi- 
dent Hill, effective January 21, 1953, the board 
acted upon a plan for temporary operation 
submitted by a faculty committee working in 
conjunction with the college executive board. 
Under this plan, Professor Skaggs has been 
serving as acting president. 


Prof. Skaggs, a 1933 graduate of Milton 
College, was appointed registrar August 1, 
1952. He was a leader in student activities 
during his undergraduate days, taught at the 
City College of New York until called to ser- 
vice in the Signal Corps where he was an in- 
structor during World War II. Upon discharge, 
he pursued postgraduate studies at Columbia 
University until called to Milton as a profes- 
sor of mathematics in 1947,

TO MY STUDENTDS: 


When Alexander the Great died in 323 B.C., his powerful hand being removed from the con- 
trol of what we now call the Middle East, a group of military leaders decided, each for himself, to 
carve out a kingdom. The result was a period of intrigue, murder, and wars. This age of turmoil 
and transition lasted for a generation. The people who lived through it must have felt that the 
world was going to the dogs. 

Yet out of this chaos emerged three kingdoms—Egypt, Syria, and Macedonia, ——and for the 
next three centuries this Hellenistic Age produced a relatively high civilization. 

History furnishes other cases where a period of turbulence and transition had to be endured 
by suffering people before the dawning of a more sane and tranquil age. Well I know that it is 
difficult for a young person to live wisely in this present age of confusion. Since we cannot have 
certainty, my best thought for my young friends is this. Consider these three ideas: (1) Let us 
practice the spirit of Socrates; let us exam’ne what principles and methods of life seem to be true 
on many occasions. If they produce good and happiness, let us test them in action. Let us be truth- 
seekers. (2) There is little that any of us can do except to do good to those nearest to us. It might 
be right to do all the good we can in our own restricted circle where we do understand the things 
that are. (3) Hold your views of life loosely for awhile. Examine the ideas of the wisest people and 
watch their conduct. Make all final judgments slowly. In the meantime, say rather: “This appears 
true now. But maturity may change my point of view. TIl wait ten years and test the thing by 
l:ving.” 

Avoid all extremes. Keep away from fanaticism of any sort. Let us heed Sophocles: “Nought 
in excess enter the life of man without unhappiness.”

SHlusical Notes for 1952-1953 


The musical activities got off to a fast start in the 
fall of 1952 when the first Choral Union rehearsal 
started on September 15. This year we presented Men- 
delssohn’s “Elijah” on November 25. The chorus num- 
bered about 150 and under Bernie’s excellent baton, 
they, along with the Civic Orchestra, produced one of 
best performances to date. 


Next came the Choir’s half hour broadcast over 
NBC on December 7. After working up this program, 
several of the choir members, along with Herb Crouch, 
planned, wrote, and produced a Vesper Service at the 
Milton Seventh Day Baptist Church. 


The Choir then started on their music for the tour. 
It was at this time that the Choir was presented with 
the fact that they would not be able to go on. the pro- 
posed Eastern tour.

They sang the first of these concerts be- 
fore a capacity audience of 1500 at the Kohler Woman’s 
Club, Kohler, Wis. From the first of March to the 25th, 
they sang seven more concerts, 


The Choir is planning a concert at commencement 
time along with some of the other units of the School 
of Music. 


The Band, too, played a large part in the campus 
activities this year. A good sized Pep Band turned out 
for all but two of the games and was warmly received 
at all those games. On January 12, the Band displayed 
their talents before the student body at an assembly.

Several more 
concerts are also being planned including the School 
of Music recital at Commencement. 


The instrumental department presented a recital of 
Renaissance and Baroque chamber music on March 26, 
which was well attended by the local community.

Chi Delta Rho fraternity was founded on 
the campus of Milton College in 1937. It was 
the first fraternity on Milton’s campus, and 
later joined with chapters in Whitewater, Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and Stevens Point.
